HIS DAY IN COURT 
By tile emphatic vote of sixty-six to one the question of tile j 
Daugherty investigation is settled. He will go on trial for his po­ 
litical life. How long that trial may last or what results may flow 
from it no man in Washington or out may say. 
Harry Al. Daugherty had left the Senate no 
alternative. 
Smoldering distrust of him had become a flame with the discov­ 
ery of the oil scandal. Day by day that scandal has crept in his 
direction. The fire upon him doubled and redoubled. Despite great 
pressure from within his own party, the known wishes of the 
.President and undoubted loss of confidence in the Attorney Gen­ 
eral, he refused to resign. When a man less thick-skinned and 
hard shelled would have bowed himself out of office for the Admin­ 
istration’s good and that of the party that had raised him to pow­ 
er and place, he remained defiant. 
His actions in the last week made the vote of Saturday cer­ 
tain. He had disgusted the Senate Republicans as well as defied 
them. All they were moved to do in his behalf was to soften the 
sharp charge of “neglect of duty” in the savagely drawn Wheeler 
resolution of inquiry to “alleged” neglect. But one lone negative 
voice was heard when the test came. That was the vote of Daugh­ 
erty’s personal friend, Senator Elkins of West Virginia. 
The Attorney General had asked for his day in court. He de­ 
manded an investigation. He gets his wish and his demand. Al­ 
ways he has loved a fight and he is about to be accomodated 
for he will face a hand-picked committee of inquiry headed by the 
radical Senator from Iowa, Smith W. Brookhart, a committee nam­ 
ed in the Democratic and radical Republican hope of driving 
Daugherty from the Cabinet.

C H A R L E S W I L L I A M D R E E S 
The Rev. Charles William Drees is 
retiring from the missionary field of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church after 
fifty years of untiring service. 
This long record of service, which 
closes 
with 
his 
recent retirement 
from the Argentina field and his de­ 
parture from Buenos Aires, entitles 
his 
biography 
place 
among 
these 
sketches even if he had not establish­ 
ed the enviable reputation he has. 
Mr. Drees was born in Xenia, Sep­ 
tember 13, 1851, the son of Tobis 
and Maria S^*an Hypes Drees. 
He 
received his degree of A. B. at Ohio 
Wesleyan University in 1871, his A. 
M. in 1874 and returned for a D. D. 
degree in 1887. 
He wras ordained a 
Methodist Episcopal minister in 1874 
and wat} sent into Mexico as a mis­ 
sionary the same year. 
From 1878 to 1885 he was superin­ 
tendent of the Methodist Missions in 
Mexico and was district superinten­ 
dent in 1885-1886. 
From 1887 to 1896 
he was superintendent of Methodist 
missions 
in 
South America.* 
He 
founded the Methodist missions in 
Pcrto Rico in 1900 and was superin­ 
tendent there four years. 
From 1878 
to 1912 he was legal representative 
and treasurer of the board of foreign 
misisons of the M. E. Church in Porto 
Rico, Mexico and South America suc­ 
cessively. 
In 1910 he was appointed 
by the Argentine Government as chief 
of staff official transactors and inter­ 
preters at the Pan American Confer­ 
ence at Buenos Aires and In 1912 he 
was appointed by the American Bible 
Society a member of the Joint com­ 
mission for the preparation of the 
new Spanish version of the New Tes­ 
tament. 
Dr. Drees founded the Theological 
Seminary and the Methodist Institute 
at Puebla, Mexico in 1875 and waB 
principal of the Theological Seminary 
at Buenos Aires form 1891 to 1893. 
He was a delegate to the General Con­ 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in 1890, 1904, and 1916 and re­ 
serve delegate in 1907. 
In 1901 he 
was a delegate to the Ecumenical 
Methodist Conference. 
He has been

This is the opinion expressed by 
Thomas Appleby, a Philadelphia ra-1 
din engineer, who declares that the ‘ 
making possible of secrecy in radio J 
communication will in itself cause a 
revision in the conduct of wars. 
The first real successful lest of ra­ 
dio in war was not in the World War, I 
as is popualrly supposed. 
Francisco “Pancho” Villa, Mexican 
bandit chief, was the rst general who * 
really used radio in war. Villa, plan- I 
ning the domination of Northern Mex-) 
leo, realized that the sparsely popu­ 
lated country would he hard to hold 
without communication that would en- I 
able his forces to move faster than ; 
the Federal Mexican troops. 
An American radio engineer was 
employed to construct two complete 
radio outfits for Villa, one at Juarez 
and one at Torreon, his two most ! 
strategic 
strongholds. 
For many 
months both were successfully oper- 
taed it is reported. 
Recently a device has been invented 
that insures a certain amount of 
secrecy in radio communication. The 
transmitting machine, which 
looks 
something like a typewriter, automa­ 
tically scrambles the message trans­ 
mitted and a receiving device picks 
up the conglomeration of sounds and j 
I “unscrambles” them again. 
This de­ 
vice is capable of scrambling a mes­ 
sage in more than a million different 
ways.
